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CHIEF  ENGINEER'S  REPORT. 

I  herewith  submit  my  report  as  Chief  Engineer  of 
Somersworth  Fire  Department  for  the  past  year,  giving 
the  fires,  and  condition  of  apparatus  under  my  care. 

There  has  been  four  fires,  and  two  false  alarms. 

February  28th  was  for  fire  on  corner  of  Main  and 
Fore  streets;  April  24th,  Samuel  Grant's  barn,  on  Jan- 
vrin's  Hill  :  Nov.  18th,  tor  fire  in  the  Methodist  Church, 
on  High  street ;  and  Nov.  25th  was  on  Wallace  street, 
from  a  bed  being  on  fire. 

I  have  every  reason  to  think  the  department  is  in  as 
good  condition  at  this  time  as  it  has  been  for  years. 
The  reels  of  both  hose  carriages  have  had  new  sets  of 
gears  ;  Conqueror  Engine,  No.  4,  has  been  put  in  thor- 
ough condition,  and  four  of  the  Engine  Houses  have  been 
newly  painted.  The  Rescue  Hook  and  Ladder  have 
been  supplied  with  a  60  foot  Bangor  Extension  Ladder, 
which  we  have  been  in  gr^eat  need  of. 

Several  of  the  Hydrants  have  been  dug  up  and  box- 
ed with  brick  instead  of  wood.  One  new  Chapman  Hy- 
drant has  been  put  in  front  of  Dr.  Hayes"  house,  with 
attachment  for  a  Steamer,  in  case  we  should  have  one. 

The  street  mains  have  all  been  opened  and  flushed 
out,  from  corner  of  Washington  and  Orange  to  Market 
street,  and  from  there  to  the  Locke  Hydrant  on  Green 
street,  and  I  am  satisfied  the  lack  of  pressure  on  the 
water,  comes  from  the  reservoir  not  being  cleaned  out. 
Every  one  who  was  at  the  fire  on  Fore  street,  lost  confi- 
dence in  our  water   service.       When  four  lines  of  hose 
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are  coupled  to  our  hydrants  we  have  poor  protection 
against  fire  ;  and  when  we  cannot  have  presure  to  break 
a  pane  of  glass,  10x24  in.,  in  the  second  story  of  a 
building,  with  an  inch  nozzle  and  four  lengths  of  hose, 
(200  feet),  there  must  be  something  wrong.  Whether 
it  is  from  the  street  mains  being  too  small,  and  having 
been  tapped  so  many  times  for  village  purposes,  within 
the  last  few  years,  or  it  is  in  the  strainer  is  the  reason, 
I  can  only  say  that  we  need  better  protection  against 
fire,  either  from  a  stand  pipe  or  from  steamers. 

I  would  take  this  opportunity  to  thank  every  mem- 
ber of  the  Department  for  their  kindness  and  assistance 
during  the  year,  and  for  the  good  feelmg  that  has  pre- 
vailed in  the  different  companies.

A  complete  change  in  the  teachers  of  the  High 
School  was  made  necessary  before  the  opening  of  the 
Autumn  term — by  the  resignation  of  J.  W.  V.  Rich  and 
Miss  Christma  Scott.  In  line  with  frequent  past  rec- 
ommendations, the  Prudential  Committee  recognized  the 
necessity  of  a  2nd  assistant  for  full  time  service,  and  in 
recasting  the  corps  of  teachers  secured  H.  S. 
Roberts,  for  principal,  Miss  Laura  Allen  and  Miss 
Evelyn  Home,  for  assistants.  It  is  due  to  this  new  corps 
of  teachers,  to  say  that  they  have  worked  harmoniously 
and  indefatigably,    for  the  best  interests  of  the  school. 

With  this  addition  of  working  force  every  class  now 
has  adequate  time  for  good  work,  in  study  and   in    reci- 
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tation.  During  the  year,  training  in  vocal  music  has 
been  introduced  into  the  High  School,  and  in  the  future 
will  be  a  more  prominent  feature,  as  pupils  of  the  low- 
er grades,  who  have  had  this  training  longer,  move  up  to 
the  High  School.  The  greatest  need  in  this  depart- 
ment, is  a  room  in  the  basement,  to  be  furnished  and  used 
as  a  chemical  laboratory,  with  an  increase  of  apparatus 
and  furniture  for  laboratory  work.  The  new  schools 
were  opened  at  the  beginning  of  the  Spring  term,  in 
the  two  rooms  secured  b}^  the  division  of  Orange  Street 
Hall. 

As  we  see  the  full  schools  now,  the  wonder  is,  that 
this  was  not  done  long  ago.  However,  the  serious 
crowding  of  the  lower  primaries  is  not  now  noticeable. 
It  may  seem  to  some  that  the  Committee  deem  it  a  part 
of  their  duty  to  point  out  possible  changes — with  the  idea 
that  any  change  is  advantageous.  Yet  we  do  feel  a  duty 
resting  upon  us  to  work  towards  one  or  two  changes 
more.  The  greatest  need  is  now  in  the  Grammar  de- 
partment, in  which  we  have  four  large  classes  in  the  High 
School  building,  and  one  large  class  is  necessarily  re- 
tained in  the  Orange  Street  house  for  lack  of  other  room. 

These  classes  are  all  large — too  large.  Some  of  the 
Committee,  at  least,  are  convinced  that  there  is  a  great 
waste  of  time  in  thus  over-crowding  classes.  It  now  re- 
quires 4  years  to  do  the  appointed  work  in  our  grammar 
schools.  This  same  work  ought  to  be  done  in  three 
years,  in  classes  of  proper  size,  with  a  larger  opportu- 
nity for  the  teachers  to  do  individual  work  with  more  of 
the  pupils.     There  is  a  kind  of  class  drill  in  which  some 
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teachers  are  skillful,  of  great  advantage  in  dealing  with 
large  classes,  but  that  is  not  enough.  It  is  not  enough 
in  a  class  of  reading,  to  "read  round"  once,  allowing 
not  more  than  one  minute  to  each  pupil.  If  our  classes 
are  too  large  in  our  grammar  school,  it  must  result  in 
lengthening  the  course.  We  now  have  a  larger  number 
of  scholars  in  the  grammar  grade,  than  for  many  years, 
and  the  number  will  be  still  larger  next  year.  The  low- 
est grammar  grade,  must  apparently  occupy  one  entire 
room  in  the  Orange  Street  building  next  year,  which 
must  result  in  some  crowding  in  lower  classes.  A  some- 
what delicate  thing  to  mention  pertains  to  some  of  our 
younger  teachers,  who  are  doing  as  well  as  they  know 
how,  and  are  also  ready  to  learn  if  there  is  any  one  to 
teach  them.  If  our  High  School  graduates  could 
appreciate  the  advantage  of  Normal  School  drill  for  ev- 
ery teacher,  no  one  would  think  of  teaching — excepting 
under  the  direst  necessity — without  this  drill,  or  its 
equivalent.  Many  become  good  teachers  without  that 
drill,  but  it  is  done  with  hard  work  and  keen  obser- 
vation through  several  years.  It  costs  something,  but 
teachers  can  afford  it.  The  present  committee  is  in  fa- 
vor of  the  policy  of  employing  our  own  graduates,  when 
they  are  ready  for  the  work,  but  we  are  beginning  to 
feel  a  pressure  not  to  do  it  until  they  have  fitted  themselves 
for  this  work  by  Normal  School  drill.  The  district  de- 
mands the  best  teachers,  and  we  cannot  afford  to  take 
the  time  in  educating  our  teachers,  when  there  are  op- 
portunities for  them  to  secure  the  most  thorough  drill, 
preparatory    to   beginning   the    teachers'    work.       The 
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young  teacher  having  enjoyed  a  Normal  course,  has 
therein  a  desirable  commendation  before  any  committee. 
The  work  of  teaching  in  this  day  demands  the  most 
thorough  preparation,  and  the  most  important  thing  in 
all  school  work  is  to  know  how  to  teach.  This  is  sec- 
ondary onl}^    if  indeed  secondary,   to  a    knowledge   of 

WHAT    TO    TEACH. 

We  would  again  express  our  satisfaction  with  our 
free  book  system.  In  all  of  its  bearings  it  is  eminently 
well  adapted  to  the  wants  of  our  public  schools.  It  re- 
sults in  a  great  saving  of  money,  in  an  adequate  number 
of  books  at  all  times,  and  also  reduces  the  difficulties 
attending  book  exchanges  to  a  mmimum.  The  Com- 
mittee is  increasingly  in  favor  of  free  books. 

During  this  winter  Mr.  Montgomery  has  offered  his 
services  to  the  public  as  a  teacher  of  penmanship. 
More  than  one  hundred  pupils,  many  of  them  outside 
of  our  schools,  have  joined  this  class  in  writing.  It  is 
a  move  in  the  right  direction.  If  Mr.  Montgomery 
would  open  a  class  to  teach  practical  arithmetic  we 
think  it  would  lead  to  a  good  patronage. 

We  close  this  report  with  the  suggestion  that  if  you 
wish  to  know  about  your  schools,  the  teachers  will  cord- 
ially welcome  you,  and  you  can  see  scholars  and  teach- 
ers in  THEIR  DAILY  WORK.
